3* Objectives and Proposal 

To keep alive the spirit of passive resistance and hope for eventual 
freedom, and to promote friction between Albania and the Soviet orbit 
through the distribution of leaflets, other printed matter and small 
quantities of selected consumer goods delivered by mail and by air 
drops. 

U. Accomplishments and Effectiveness 

Leaflet Program: During 1956 three overflights were made into Albania 
dropping almost 8 million leaflets* One attempted wind drift mission 
aborted because of weather conditions after only a few hundred thousand 
leaflets were dropped. The Food Offer renewal, Stalin Denigration and 
a news digest were the main topics of the leaflets. Most of the refugees 
interrogated in 1956, although not familiar with leaflets dropped during 
1956, were familiar with leaflets dropped prior to that year. A great 
majority of these refugees reported that the leaflet and article drops 
had a positive effect on the populace in that they gave them the feeling 
they had not been forgotten and encouraged them to resist the regime 
or to escape. 

Mail Campaign: A "Soeialist-in-Exile" mail campaign was begun and three 
different mimeographed letters were sent to a total of about 23© Albanian 
Communists of a secondary level. The letters were mailed from cities in 
Italy and the United States, and from Paris and Istanbul. Purportedly 
these letters were from Albanian "true Marxian Socialists" who disagreed 
with the methods used by the Hoxha-Shehu Soviet-dominated clique to 
develop "socialism" in Albania. The purpose of the mail campaign is to 
encourage the moderate members of the AGP to oppose the extreme members 
of the ACP represented by the Hoxha-Shehu clique, and to resist Soviet 
domination. 
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5* Plana 

a* The acquisition of new aircraft and equipment may enable us to 
increase the number of leaflets dropped into Albania in 1957* 
However, barring extraordinary events, this will not be possible 
primarily because of State Department policy banning overflights* 

It is hoped that more wind drift missions will be flown* We will 
continue to plan leaflets and other printed material in preparedness 
for this event* 

b* Provided our present efforts to increase the credibility and 

authenticity of the M Socialist-in-Exile " letters is successful we 
intend to expand our mail campaign activity* The fifth mailing 
in this campaign has just been completed* In addition to letters 
we hope to mail pamphlets to selected members of the AGP giving 
graphic evidence of the need for reforms in Albania* Future 
mailing operations will center on closely-targeted and "tailored” 
material which emphasizes quality rather than quantity*
